10 'arranging said screening means on the vehicle 

windscreen in said in-use disposition so as to impair a 
driver's view through the windscreen; 

activating said suction jgrip means so as to hold 
said screening means in said /in-use disposition on said 
15 windscreen; and 

activating said security means so as to prevent 
unauthorised operation of safid releasing means.
